As Shah military backing grows 


Stand-in power setup 
comes under pressure 


TEHRAN, Jan. 22 (R)- Iran's 
acting military chief today pledged 
that the armed forces wouid never 
srage a coup. 

General Abbas Qarabaghi also 
denied that the armed forces 
might split into different factions. 

The statement by the general, 
who as armed forces chief of staff 
was left in charge nf the military in 
the Shah's absence, indicated 
strong military backing Tor the 
stand-in power structure left by 
the Shah when he departed on a 
political holiday which could be a 
prelude to exile. 

That structure, led formally by a 
nine- mam Regency Council, came 
under fresh pressure today when a 
member of Iran's newlv-formed 
Regency Council, Seyed Jalal- 
eddin Teh rani, today said he had 
resigned. 

As he walked to his car after a 
brief meeting with the exiled Mos- 
lem opposition leader. Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeiny. Mr. Tehrani 
was asked by reporters if he had 
quit the nine-man council and 
replied simply; “Yes.” 

In a statement then read to 
reporters bi a close" aide of the 
78-year-oid Ayatollah, Mr. 
Tehrani was quoted as saying he 
considered the council illegal. 

Khomeiny aides described Mr. 
Tehraai as leader of the council. 

Government sources in Tehran 
had insisted earlier today that 
Prime Minister Shah pur Bakhtiar- 
had been in contact with Mr. 
Tehrani and that he had not res- 
igned. 

. Just five days before Ayatollah 
Khomeiny is due to return to Iran 
in triumph after 15 years in exile, 
any crack in the power structure in 
Tehran could lead to the collapse

Gromyko in Rome for

ROME, Jan. 22 (R)--Soviet Fore- 
ign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
arrived today for talks with Italian 
leaders on world affairs and his 
firet meeting with Polish-born 
Pope John Paul. 

The veteran Soviet politician 
will meet Italy's President Sandro 
Pertini, an outspoken socialist. 
Prime Minister Giulio Andreorti. 
whose minority government has.

BANGKOK, Jan. 22 (R)-Thai 
Premier Kriangsak Chamanand 
today inspected areas bordering 
on Kampuchea (Cambodia), 
where the sounds -of artillery lire 
indicated a continuing power 
struggle. 

General Kriangsak visited Thai 
forces in and around the eastern 
border town of Aranyaprathet, 
where the district officer said 
fighting was heard from across the 
frontier early today. 

The 40 minutes of shelling and 
automatic gunfire apparently 
came from the village of Nimit. 
only 14 kilometres from the 
deserted Kampuchean border 
town of Poiper, indicating that. 
Khmer Rouge troops loyal to 
Prime Minister Pol Pol might still 
be offering tough resistance. 

Diplomatic sources here 
reported scattered fighting in var- - 
ious parts of Kampuchea almost a 
month after Vietnamese-led 
forces began an offensive to cap- 
ture most of the country for the 
Hanoi-backed administration of 
Heng Samrin in Phnom Penh, 

The sources said resistance 
appeared to be building up in 
north eastern Stung Treng pro- 
vince where ousted President - 
Khieu Samphan was today 
reported to be heading a large 
guerrilla force.

Details of Mr. Gromyko's talks 
with the Pope have not yet been 
disclosed, but the two men are 
expected to meet on Wednesday 
afternoon on the eve of the Pope’s 
departure for Mexico, his first trip 
abroad. 

Mr. Gromyko is no stranger to 
the Vatican. He met the late Pope 
Paul three times in his 15-year 
pontificate, during which the- 
Roman Catholic Church launched 
its oivn “Ostpolitik" of improving 
state-church relations in Eastern 
Europe. 

Vatican observers thus attribute 
great significance to the new 
Pope's meeting with the Soviet 
minister. 

Mr. Gromyko’s talks with gov- 
ernment leaders will be domi- 
nated by topics related to the 
recent dramatic developments in 
Indochina. Iran and the Middle 
East. 

It is the first visit of a Soviet 
leader to a western country since 
Vietnam -backed rebels ousted the 
pro-Chinese Kampuchean (Cam- 
bodian) government from Phnom 
Penh and the Shah was forced to 
leave Iran. 

Western Europe’s relations 
with China, Moscow’s arch-rival, 
will be reviewed at Mr. 
Gromyko’s talks with Premier 
Andreotli, who still has not 
replied to a letter from Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev in which 
he wanted Italy of the dangers of 
selling arras to China, informed 
sources said. 

The letter, dispatched almost 
two months ago along with similar 
notes to Britain. France and West 
Germany, has been criticised as an 
‘■interference in internal affairs" 
by Italy’s leading newspapers, 
while the government declined to 
comment. 

Other issues to be discussed at 
Mr. Gromyko's talks will concern 
the Horn of Africa, South Africa, 
detente and disarmament, 
informed sources said today. 

Mr. Gromyko's visit comes ar a

Shah arrives 
in Morocco 




MARRAKESH, Morocco. Jan. 
22 (RF-The Shah of Iran arrived 
in this southern Moroccan city 
from Egypt today for a short visit 
and talks with King Hassan. 

The Iranian monarch spent six 
days in the southern Egyptian 
town of Aswan before flying here 
on his way to the United States. 

Moroccan officials described his 
visit as private and said it would 
Iasi between 24 and 48 hours, 
though some Iranian officials here 
said it might last longer. 

Strict security has been laid on 
for the visit and there was no men- 
tion of it in the Moroccan press 
this morning. 

At Aswan airport he was given a 
21 -gun salute and reviewed a 
guard of honour with his host, 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, 
before boarding the royal boeing 
707 airliner — which he piloted 
himself- Shortly afterwards Mr. 
Sadat left for Cairo. 

The Shah, who was accom- 
panied by Empress Farah, had 
seemed strained on his arrival 
here. But today he was more 
relaxed. 

Last night they were joined for 
dinner by another guest, former 
King Constantine of Greece, who 
is on holiday here with his wife. 

Informed Egyptian sources said 
there were fears that the troubles 
in Iran might slow down the Mid- 
dle East peace process.

Israel pounds Nabatiyeh 
for second day running 


NABAT1YEH. Lebanon. Jan. 22 
(R)-Israeli forces pounded this 
southern Lebanese town with artil- 
lery fire for the second successive 
day today and sources said at least 
three people were killed. 

Rockets, mortars and 155mm 
Howitzer shells crashed down, 
mainly in residential areas, at a 
rate of up to six a minute. 

Hundreds of families fled this 
Palestinian stronghold, about 14 
kilometres from the Israeli bor- 
der, when the attack began yes- 
terday. 

Those lei': in the tow.» iotiuj 
scurried tor cover as the gunners 
ranged in their fire towards the 
town centre and the Mast of 
shellfire echoed through deserted 
streets. 

Among the first casualties was 
Mohammed Sarhan. 80. a retired 
artisan, whose home was hit by a 
mortar shell. 

About 1 00 metres away the 
barrage continued, with flashes 
and clouds of smoke marking the 


advancing fire. 

The dull thump of answering 
artillery could be heard after 
about 50 shells had crashed down 
on Nabatiyeh. 

The battle came three days after 
Israeli commandos launched a 
ground, air and artillery attack on 
Palestinian positions in the rugged 
mountains east of here.

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A European 
alternative 

Crowded out of our news columns last week was an 
item which deserves to see the light of day. It is a suggestion 
from Britain's Lord Caradon that the European Com- 
munity should propose a new formula at the United 
Nations for settling the Arab-Israeli dispute. The sugges- 
tion bears consideration because Lord Caradon was, of 
course, the principal author of Security Council Resolution 
No. 242, and he feels the proposed European resolution 
should be submitted as complementary to that 1967 meas- 
ure. 

Here is what Lord Caradon, writing in the London 
fortnightly Middle East International , says the new resol- 
ution should provide for: 

1. A cessation of violence, and of Israeli settlement in 
the occupied Arab territories; 

2. A boundary commission to settle the frontiers bet-' 
ween Israel and its neighbours; 

3. A two-year period of U.N. trusteeship in the West 
Bank (including East Jerusalem) and Gaza, with 
free Palestinian elections; 

4. A plan to “bring together Israeli Jerusalem and 
Arab Jerusalem in understanding and coop- 
eration;” 

5. International guarantees for the security of Israel 
and its neighbours; 

6. A Geneva conference to sign the peace treaties. 

We have often spoken in this space of the need for 

concrete proposals to replace the faltering and unsatis- 
factory Camp David process while regaining the initiative 
for peace which has picked up impetus in the past 14 
months. We have also spoken of the need for a European 
role, particularly as Britain and, to a lesser extent, France 
bear so much responsibility for the dilemma of Palestine in 
the first place. - 

It has also been accepted within the '£.rab World that 
Resolution 242 is an essential starting point for future 
negotiations on a settlement. 

Whatever “breakthroughs" may emerge from U.S. 
envoy Alfred Atherton's current negotiating visit to the 
region, the Camp David process is moribund. Lord Cara- 
don’s proposed supplement to 242 still leaves a lot to be 
desired by way of ensuring an end to Israeli aggression and 
guaranteeing Palestinian national rights. But if the Euro- 
pean partners were to put it to the U.N., as he suggests, it 
could go far towards clearing the air and putting the 
negotiating process on a fresh footing.

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ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RA’I editorially Monday describes Lebanon as a big 
“laboratory" that Israel has entered as a full-fledged partner in 
the "dialogue of bullets to determine the future of the Arab 
region.” 

This Lebanese laboratory is witnessing the strangest conflict 
in history, although in the end it will be regarded as a conflict 
between Arab civilisation and Zionist barbarism equipped with 
the most up-to-date weapons of destruction. 

The newspaper deplores the fact that the Arab World has so 
far avoided being involved in this dispute, leaving it to be fought 
out between the Palestinians and their Lebanese allies on one 
hand and the Israelis and their Lebanese militia supporters on the 
other. These conflicting forces are operating outside the 
framework of the U.N. Security Council resolution and outside 
the mandate of the U.N. peace-keeping forces. In this respect, AI 
Ra’i says, the tragedy of the Lebanese people lies in that they do 
not take into consideration the threat posed by the Israeli aggres- 
sion since 1 948, thinking that the course of events during the past 
three decades is a kind of" fait accompli" with which Lebanon has 
tried to co-exist, but in vain. 

AL DUST OUR commends His Majesty King Hussein’s con- 
stant trips to Arab and foreign capitals to project Arab view- 
points on the Middle East crisis. 

The newspaper was referring to King Hussein’s visit Monday 
to Saudi Arabia and his recent trips to West Germany, Italy, 
Britain and the Vatican. 

The events in Iran, tension in south Lebanon which Israel 
may be trying to escalate for “expediting" a battle with Syria, and 
-the faltering Egyptian-Israeli negotiations vyhich might soon 
result in the signing of a peace treaty, all make King Hussein’s 
meeting with King Khaled of Saudi Arabia extremely important, 
as both these two countries and others of the Arab East are being 
exposed to serious challenges that call for constant consultation 
and coordination, A I Dus tour writes.

Dr. Mehdi recalls what he said at 
the titne: “Mr. Maslow, 1 will be 
very happy to accept your invi- 
tation, but first, tell the press why 
you are trying lo suppress the First 
Amendment, f want you to tell the 
press why you arc trying lo prevent 
the Jordanian pavillion from 
exhibiting a mural, and why you 
want to deny us our constitutional 
rights. 

Mr. Maslow tried the old ploy of 
inviting him ro shake hands. 

”1 will be happy to shake your 
hand,” he said, "but first I want 
you to tell these people that you are 
a bigoned. intolerant organisation, 
committed to the suppression of 
our civil liberties.''

they said the Arabs were against 
Western civilisation, that they 
were greedy, they each want ten 
cars and ten wives, etc. There was 
hardly anyone to challenge this. 

Dr. Mehdi never tires of stres- 
sing the crucial role of infor- 
mation. Some people think North 
Vietnam won a war against the 
United States without bothering 
with U.S. public opinion. In fact 
the exhorbitant price paid by Vie- 
tnam in terms of millions of 
casualties and billions of dollars in 
losses could have been con- 
siderably reduced had Hanoi tried 
to reach ihe American public. 
Ultimately North Vietnam won 
because public opinion in 
America turned against the war. 
even if this happened indirectly. 
The Arabs can save themselves 
twenty years of war, millions of 
deaths and billions in destroyed 
property* if they fight a peaceful 
battle where it counts; in the 
United States. 

There are several non-military 
approaches that Dr. Mehdi advo- 
cates involving political and 
economic action. For one thing, he 
thinks the Arab Boycott of Israel 
Office should be given one billion 
dollars to expand its activities.

in Nepal and along the 
Himalayas where Asia's finest 
quality musk originates, the male 
musk deer carries in his abdomen 
a commodity which may be the 
death warrant of his species. 

The thick, obnoxious-smelling 
jelly is extracted from the four- 
gram scent gland or musk pud 
these shy. rabbit-like deer, which 
have odd four-inch canine 
incisors. They range from Pakis- 


tan to Korea and their musk has 
- been highly valued for centuries as 
an aphrodisiac, medicine and per- 
fume stabiliser. 

Worth four limes its weight in 
gold on the world perfumery mar- 
ket. where 2.400 kilos of this per-, 
fume fixative are needed each 
year, musk is now in short supply 
because the musk deer are being 
hunted into extinction. 

To satisfy the world demand for 
perfume industries alone takes the 
lives of 336.000 male deer each 


year. Musk can be taken from the 
living deer in captivity without 
injuring iL but for Himalayan hun- 
ters killing with indiscriminate 
hunting and trapping methods is 
easier. 

Guns, dog packs, spring snares 
which leave the animal to die 
slowly hanging in a tree, sharp 
poisoned stakes buried in path- 
ways or poison applied to the 
leaves of their favourite 
shrubs— all destroy just as many 
females and young as males, easily- 


doubling the number slaughtered. 

In 1974. Nepal enacted a 
Wildlife Protection Act which 
forbade the export of wildlife pro- ' 
ducts, although musk exports 
from only i 6 dealers, the few who 
had bothered to register with the 
government. accounted for nearly 
nine per cent of the entire 1972- 
73 exports. 

But it was a vain sacrifice since 
efficient enforcement is virtually 
impossible in the rugged 
Himalayas where Nepal's small 


police force is spread over miles 
and miles of near-vertical, 
heavily-wooded mountainsides. 

The sale of two of three pods 
can support a hill family for up to a 
year in comfort and there is pre* 
cious little to replace this income, 
so the profitable trade goes on. 
Smuggling is now limited mostly 
bv the diminishing deer popu- 
lation. 

Although many smuggling 
routes, especially from Bhutan. 
Sikkim and Darjeeling run north- 


south to India, where musk is sold 
illicitly everywhere, much of the 
musk comes to illegal dealers in 
Kathmandu. 

Nepalese buyers claim that even 
Chinese border guards trade musk 
in clandestine nocTumal meetings 
for wrist watches, soap and leather 
goods. 

Occasionally foreign dealers 
and perfume manufacturers pur- 
chase it in Kathmandu but roost of 
the shipments are- snuggled out to 
foreign markets, much the way

There arc up to 80 known sub- 
stitutes but major perfumers pre- 
fer real musk for exclusive top 
brand perfumes, on the evidence 
of constant demand. It also seems 
highly unlikely that synthetics 
would satisfy Asian aphrodisiac 
consumers. 

While the West uses it solely as L 
a perfume fixative. Asia relies on 
it for much more.

Romania's move, though not as 
dramatic as its refusal late Iasi year 1 
lo go along with a Warsaw Pact 
proposal to increase defence 
spending, is seen as another firm J 
step by President Nicolue 
Ceausescu to loosen Moscow’s 
grip on Eastern Europe. 
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Romania's initiative conies at a 
time when slow-moving talks bet- 
ween the nine-member EEC and 
Comecon are stalled, mainly over 
the question of who has the power 
to negotiate trade agreements. 

The European Common Mar- 
ket feels that Comecon does not 
have the same supra-naii«»nal 
authority as the EEC Commission 
to negotiate trade accords. 

In the Commission's eyes, the 
communist organisation is not in a 
position to give subsiance to 
clauses on such trade problems as 
preferences and import and 
export quotas, has no uniform cus- 
toms area and does not allow free 
movement of goods between its 
members. 

The Common Market countries 
also feel that to give Comecon the 
competence lo negotiate in the 
name of its individual members- 
would reinforce Moscow's polit- 
ical control over its allies. EEC.’ 
sources said. 

At the last meeting between 
delegations led by Comecon Sec- 
retary Nikolai Fadeyev and EEC 
External Affairs Commissioner 
Wilhelm Haferkamp in 
November, the Common Market 
made proposals it described as the 
extreme limit of concessions it was 
prepared to make. 

The Common Market proposed 
an accord, to be signed hv Com- 
econ as a whole as w ell as its indi- 
vidual members, that would 
include a general reference t«» 
trade. 

Mr. Fadnyev said the proposal 
would be studied by tbe Comecon 
Council's next meeting. This is 
planned for the end of January 
and the EEC is expecting an 
answer Irom Comecon some lime' 
next month. 

In fact, economic realities have 
already forced Comecon countries, 
to deal with the EEC in certain 


areas. 

Romania. Poland and Hungary 
have made arrangements on tex- 
tiles, while all Esrern European 
countries except Russia and East 
Germany have entered into 
agreements to restrain exports of 
their steel products to the EEC. 

Comecon was forced to ignore 
such breaches of its rules because 
its members would otherwise have 
risked the EEC banning their 
exports. 

The Soviet Union itself agreed 
to enter talks with the EEC. along 
with Poland and Ea-t Germany. 

when the community extended its 
fishing limits to 200 miles. The 
negotiations eventually broke 

down. 

Romania's gradual approach 
towards the EEC has been a 
classic example of "salami tac- 
tics". with each little slice bringing 
it nearer to Brussels. EEC sources 

said. 

Since July 1977. Bucharest has 
sent experts to the EEC head- 
quarters to examine various prob- 
lems. 

The industrial cooperation 
agreement it is proposing now 
would cover 85 per cent of its 
exports to the EEC. leaving out 
only fish and farm products, the 
sources said. 


The European Commission has 
now asked the EEC Council of 
Ministers for power to open 
negotiation-, with the Romanian 
Government, and current council 
president. French Foreign Minis- 
ter Jean Francois- P> meet, has said 
he intend- to gi\i_- priority to rela- 
tions with Romania. 

Ol the lw.» agreements, one 
would concern industrial products 
other than steel and textiles 
covered h> the existing arrange- 
ments. The other would create an 
EEC- Rumanian joint committee 
with general responsibilities for 
promoting trade. 

However, the sources under- 
lined that Romania's links with 
the EEC would still fall short of 
the association status presently

Egypt, Sudan initiate 
integration agreement 


CAIRO, Jan. 22{RJ--President Anwar Sadat and Sudanese Pres- 
ident Jaafar Nimeiri yesterday signed into law an agreement on 
integrating their countries in the socail. economic and cultural 
spheres, the official Middle East News Agency (MENA) reported 
from Khartoum. 

Egyptian Prime Minister Mustapha Khalil said in Khartoum 
vesterday that the recommendations included the start of work to 
construct a road linking Egypt with the Sudan and the exchange of 
information on studies to unite the educational curricula in the 
two countries in 1981, MENA reported. 

Mr. Khalil was addressing a joint session of the two countries' 
Parliaments meeting in Khartoum. He also said that drafts for the 
unification of labour and social welfare laws were under pre- 
paration. 

The integration decisions, hopping to lay the foundations for 
unity between the two countries, were agreed by both presidents 
in Feb. 1974. The two countries are also members of a joint 
defence pact. 

Sudanese Vice-President A1 Rasheed A1 Tahir Bakr told the 
two Parliaments that 35.000 acres of land has been cultivated by a 
joint Sudanese-Egyptian company. The company, he said, will 
cultivate one million acres of (and within eight years. 

Mr. Bakr said that other projects dealt with harnessing the Nile, 
revising development plans in both countries and forming com- 
panies "for increasing livestock in both countries. 

He also said the volume of trade between the two countries has 
increased by 90 per cent in the past four years to $ 102 million this 
year. Trade exchanges between the two countries will be 
exempted from custom duties by 1981, he said. 


SANTA MONICA, California, Jan. 22 
(R) — Saudi Arabia and other oil-rich Arab coun- 
tries could be "spending themselves into trouble” 
because their future oil income may not be large 
enough to cover growth plans, according to a 
Rand Corporation study released today. 

The study, which examines the economic poten- 
tial of seven Arab states in the next ten years, said 
the major difficulty facing them is balance of pay- 
ments. 

"Ail the oil-rich countries (except Kuwait) 
want to grow faster and make greater foreign 
commitments than their oil income is likely to be 
able to keep up with...,” the study said. 

Rand Corporation is a private research firm, 
based in Santa Monica, with close ties to the U.S. 
Government. About 90 per cent of its studies are 
compiled under contract for the U.S. govern mem. 

The current 93-page study was sponsored by. 
the Defence Department and prepared by Arthur 
Smithies, a World Bank consultant and economics, 
professor at Harvard University. 


Rand said forecasts in the study assume that 
world demand for oil, particularly Arab o3 t will 
continue to increase. ■ 

Saudi Arabia will grow more rapidly over the 
next decade than other oil-rich states in the reg- 
ion, chiefly because of its willingness to import 
foregin labour and technology, the study said. 

But serious inflation and the threat-of balance 
of payments deficits as early as 1985 may force the. ■ 
Saudis to modify ambitious development plans, 
the study said. . 

Kuwait was in a more favourable position,- 
according to Rand, because it had set lower 
development sights. 

Besides Saudi Arabia and Kuwait, the study 
identified Iraq and Libya as the other oil-rich 
Arab states. Egypt. Jordan and- Syria were 
described as oil-poor. 

The future of the oil-poor will be affected by the 
rich and much win depend on the importance" 
Saudi Arabia attaches to aiding the poor states, 
tbe studv said.

Speaking by telephone from 
Kampala, a Ugandan Gov- 
ernment spokesman said another 
fierce engagement had taken 
place at a different point on the 
Uganda -Tanzania border, where 
Ugandan MiG jet fighters had 
helped to destroy a Tanzanian 
convoy moving into Uganda. 

Tanzanian authorities have so 
far made no comment on the : 
Ugandan claims but both coun- 
tries have accused each other of 
border incursions over the last 
three and a half months. 

The Ugandan spokesman told 
Reuters that three small towns in 
western Uganda which had been 


seized by Tanzanian forces were 
recaptured late yesterday. 

The spokesman said the other 
clash took place near the border 
town of Mutukula, close to the 
shores of Lake Victoria. The 
Ugandans attacked a large convoy 
of Tanzanian military vehicles 
with ground forces backed up by- 
MiG fighters. “The convoy was 
broken up and heavily damaged. 
Mutukula is littered with the- 
wreckage of Tanzanian vehicles,” 


he said. 

The latest reports of border 
incidents came as Uganda marked 
the eighth anniversary of the 
military coup which brought Pres- 
ident Amin to power in 1971. 

Ugandan sources here said tight 
security precautions had been 
introduced throughout Uganda 
following an appeal last week by 
former Ugandan President Milton 
Obote for an armed uprising 
against President Amin.

Hong Kong continues to 
process Viet refugees 


Chinese city reportedly to allow 
‘religious patriotic’ activities 


HONG KONG, Jan. 22 (R) - 
More than 2,000 Vietnamese 
refugees have now been processed 
and taken off the freighter Huey 
Fong in Hong Kong, but the ship’s 
Taiwanese captain is still being 
questioned about how he col- 
lected his human cargo. 

Under new Hong Kong anti- 
racketeer laws, ship captains face 
four years jail if convicted of sail- 
ing into the British colony's waters 
with unscheduled passengers. 

The Huey Fong, crammed with 
almost 3,400 Vietnamese 
refugees, sailed into Hong Kong 
on Friday night. British 
authorities here, who had said 


“no” as the vessel lay off the port 
for four weeks, finally gave in on 
humanitarian grounds. The 
refugees are being taken to an old 
air force base specially prepared- 
to receive them. 


About 100 Vietnamese 
refugees among 2.300 people 
stranded on board another freigh- 
ter, the Tung An, in Manila Bay 
fly to Israel tomorrow. But there 
was little sign of any other early 
placements for most of their cora-i 
patriots who arrived on Dec. 27. ' 
Only 224 have guaranteed places 
in Israel, France, West Germany, 
New Zealand and Switzerland. 


PEKING, Jan. 22 (R) - The 
Shanghai Municipal Council has 
decided to re-establish its religi- 
ous affairs department and allow 
“ religious patriotic organisations'’ 
to develop normal activities, 
Shanghai Radio reported. 

It said in a broadcast a meeting 
of 800 “patriotic personages" of 
the Roman Catholic, Protestant, 
Buddhist and Islamic faiths and 
city officials was held in Shanghai 
on Jan. 9. Diplomatic sources said 
there had been other meetings of 
religious figures and municipal 
officials in China’s largest city, but 
this appeared to have been the 
biggest so far. 

Sources said last September 
that the Anglican Holy Trinity 
Cathedral in Shanghai was being 
repaired and would reopen for 


worship. There had also been 
reports that renovation work was 
under way oa the old Catholic 
cathedral in Canton. 

Shanghai Radio said the Jan. 9 
meeting in the dty angrily exposed 
and criticised political extremists 
in the past for “undermining the 
(communist) Party’s policy on 
religions and ruthlessly perse- 
cuting religious believers.” 

The broadcast said the dis- 
graced “Gang of Four” extremist 
leaders had “wantonly vilified 
religious activities and ordered the 
abolition of all religious institu- 
tions and religious patriotic organ- 
isations in the municipality.” 

In an obvious reference to 
depredations during tbe cultural 
revolution, the radio said: "They 
ruthlessly persecuted religious 


workers, causing extremely bad 
consequences. They also smashed 
churches, temples, cultural 
objects and historical artifacts and 
bunted large quantities of jooks. 
records and files." 

The radio said the meeting was 
told "that all false charges and 
slanders forced on patriotic per- 
sonages in religious circles must be 
redressed, and that victims should 
also have their reputations 
restored." 

The aim of the muuicipa..*y was 
to “unite the masses of religious 
believers and religious figures to 
make contributions towards 
realising the four modernisations 
of agriculture, industry, science 
and technology and the military — 
as soon as possible.” the radio 
said.

The case was referred to 
authorities for further inves- 
tigation and a public hearing will 
be set later. The documents were 
not made available for inspection, 
□or were further details available. 


Geneva disarmament talks 


For the first time in 17 years, 
■France will take part in the 
revamped Geneva disarmament 
talks alongside fellow nuclear 
powers Britain, the United States 
and Soviet Union. 


French sources here said Fore- 
ign Minister Jean Francois-Poncet 
would attend tbe opening session 
to signal the importance Paris 
attaches to the new committee. 


But China, the fifth country 
possessing atomic weapons, has 
not yet agreed to attend and 
observers say this will cast a 
shadow over the proceedings right 
from the start. 


"We hope it will be a real negotiat- 
ing body rather than a forum of 
deliberation," the sources added. 


The enlarged Committee or 
Disarmament (C.D.), created by 
the United Nations General 
Assembly last year, is open to the 
five nuclear powers plus 35 other 
countries with each member tak- 
ing the chair on a monthly basis in 
alphabetical order. 


Other foreign ministers 
expected to take part in the cere- 
monial opening are Sahul 
Hameed of Sri Lanka. Henri- 
Simonet of Belgium, Andrew 
Peacock of Australia and Hans 
Blix of Sweden, U.N. officials 
said. 


GENEVA, (R) -- Ministers and dip- 
lomats from 39 countries will meet here 
this week in a fresh attempt to avert the 
dangers of nuclear war and halt a 
global arms race that costs at least $400 
billion every year. 


The old committee, which had 
expanded to 30 members from the 
original 17 when it wound up its 
work here last summer, had met 
continuously since 1962. but was 
boycotted by France aod China 
because of its chairmanship which 
alternated between the Soviet 
Union and United States. 


The new committee seeks the 
complete prohibition of ah nuc- 
lear weapons tests and chemical 
weapons. The U.N. General 
Assembly has also asked it to find 
ways of protecting smaller coun- 
tries against the threat of nuclear 
arrack and stopping the pro- 
duction of fissionable material for 
military purposes. 

In 1963 three members of the 
old committee — Britain, the 
United States and the Soviet 


Union — signed a partial test ban 
treaty which banned nuclear tests 
in the atmosphere, outer space 
and under water. Since 1972 the 
committee has discussed extend- 
ing this treaty to underground 
tests but failed to reach agree- 
ment. 

Similarly, it debated for six 
years a treaty which would pro- 
hibit the development, storage 
and use of chemical weapons, but 
without success. 

As well as its playing part in 
achieving the partial test ban tre- 
aty, the committee also produced 


the 1968 non-proliferation treaty 
and the 1972 treaty banning nuc- 
lear weapons from the seabed. 

In April 1972 the Conference of 
the Committee on Disarmament,- 
(CCD) as it was called, also 
negotiated a convention banning 
biological weapons and in May 
1977 agreed to renounce using the 
weather as a weapon of war. 

China is scathing about the sig- 
nificance of these and otlTer 
weapons limitation agreements 
between the United States and 
Soviet Union. 

Peking took pan in the U.N. 
General Assembly special session 
on .disarmament last July, but said 


afterwards: “Many rep- 
resentatives showed with facts the 
feverish armament expansion and 
war preparations being carried out 
by the two super-powers under 
cover of disarmament.” 

In an official statement dis- 
tributed by the U.N., China added 
that there had been 228 resol- 
utions on disarmament adopted 
by the world body since World 
War Two, as well as numerous 
bilateral and multilateral pacts. 

“Despite all this, the arma- 
ments of the two super-powers, 
instead of redneing. have 
increased twofold or even ten- 
fold.’’ the Chinese statement 
added. 

World spending on weapons 
during 1976, the last year for 
which statistics are available, 
totalled S400 billion, according to 
the United States Arms Control 
■and Disarmament Agency. 

China will be officially absent 
when the 39 other delegations 
gather in the huge assembly hall at 
the U.N.’s European head- 
quarters in Geneva on Wed- 
nesday, Chinese sources here said. 

At the same time, Pelting has 
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asked for a seat to be kept vacant 
with a name-plate for China, to be 
occupied when it is thought fit, 
and U.N. officials here said it was 
possible Chinese representatives 
would attend as observers. 

All meetings of the new com- 
mittee will be open to the public, 

. unlike the CCD talks, and the 
opening session chaired by 
Algeria is scheduled to continue 
until April 27. 

■Hie disarmament conference 
which last July set up the new 
committee intended that it should 
have several additional members 
from the Third World and should 
be more closely linked with the 
United Nations, further to dilute 
the influence of the two super- 
powers. 

. As a companion to the new 
Geneva committee, the U.N. Dis- 
armament Commission, on which 
all 151 member states are rep- 
resented, will be revived as a 
deliberative body. It was set up in 
1952 but has been dormant since 
1965. 

There is also provision for any 
U.N. state to make rep- 
resentations to the new committee 
and take part in subsequent dis- 
cussions about them, the July con- 
ference decided. 

It said the ultimate aim of form- 
ing the new committee was “com- 
plete disarmament under effective 
international control,” but added: 
“The immediate goal is that of the 
elimination of the danger of a nuc- 
lear war and the implementation 
of measures to halt and reverse the 
arras race and clear the path 
towards lasting peace.” 

Countries taking pan for the 
first tune in the disarmament 
committee are Algeria, Australia, 
Belgium. Cuba, Indonesia,. 
Kenya, Sn Lanka and Venezuela.
